BY DISTRICT

An estimated reduction In the 
school tax rate of 'iO cent* per 
$104) assessed valuation wa* 
hoped for, according to Em­ 
met t Ingriim, business mana­ 
ger of -the Torrance I'nlfled 
School District.

The school \a\ rate for 1951- 
52 may i>e $2.0887 per $100 
assessed valuation against 

$2.8887 this year, the budget 
message indicated. The rate in­ 
cludes .60 cents for Kl Camino 
college.

The estimate is subject to al­ 
teration when official assessed 
valuation figures are obtainable, 
and when state school support 
legislation is completed. There 
will be a considerable increased 
in assessed valuation, it was pre­ 
dicted, and on the basis of 4,800 
average daily atendance at $90 
per a.d.a., state school support 
would amount to $4.'52,000.

The budget asks for $1,526,740 
for schools next year, against 
expenditures of $1,197,720 this 
year.

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RIVIERA BUS SERVICE 
OFFER 'UNSATISFACTORY'

THE FREE PRESS
(An Editorial)

The ofher day, this newspaper published an editorial 
deploring the fact that through the neglect of officials of 
El Camino College District to properly publicize the elec­ 
tion of members of the Board of Trusteees, only 31 elec­ 
tors in Torrance voted on the question of continuance in 
office of the Torrance member of the Board.

Our editorial stated that this neglect is a serious 
threat to our very liberties, which neglect, If continued, 
could end our right of franchise.

A few days later, we were criticized for printing the 
editorial informing the people of this threat to their rights.

In another recent edition, the Press printed a news 
story about a quasi-public official who resides outside 
of Torrance while receiving, directly or indirectly, com­ 
pensation which comes from the public coffers.

A few days after this article appeared, a representa­ 
tive on the payroll of this organization took time out to 
scold us and to criticize the nature of our editorial policy 
which is dedicated to the best interests of the people  
our readers.

The First Amendment to the United States Constitu­ 
tion reads:

"Congress shall make no law respecting an estab­ 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom-of speech, or of the 
PRESS; or of the right of the people peaceably to 
assemble, and to petition the Government for * redress 
of grievances."

Our very freedoms ore guaranteed by the provisions 
so set forth.

No person nor governmental body can abrogate HIM* 
rights, except by repealing these conditions in the Con­ 
stitution.

There Is no law, nor principle, which states that we 
cannot, if we would, call to the attention of the people  
our readers the affairs respecting their welfare.

There is the possibility of conspiracy to prevent cer­ 
tain information from reaching the people, however, and 
this, at times, Is participated in by the "press" while it 
guards its rights under the constitution. No, there is no 
law regarding "withholding" of news, and many news­ 
papers do keep their readers in the "dark" about what 
goes on in governmental affairs. We, of the Torrance 
Press, elect to avoid being placed in that category.

But, there IS a law which protects our right to print 
ALL OF THE NEWS, and if the public officials who may 
be involved see fit to "resent" the exercise of this right, 
let them read the Constitution and the Bill of Rights, and 
examine their own intentions and principles.

Taxpayers have the right of access to all public of­ 
fices, oil public documents, and all meetings of govern­ 
mental bodies. Certain court sessions and meetings of 
the Grand Jury are exceptions.

This is the RIGHT of the taxpayer*.
This newspaper fights for the guarantee of free ex­ 

pression, the free press, and extends Its columns to every­ 
one.

We will fretly criticize public officials and public 
bodies, If we feel that their conduct in office warrants 
such criticism, and is in the best interest of the citizenry.

We suggest that public officials who question our 
rights, and "advise" us as to our conduct, examine their 
own ideals and principles, and be governed thereby.

We believe in America, and we are going to stand 
up for our rights, and for the rights of others guaranteed 
by the Constitution.

CITY BUDGET 
HIKE ESTIMAT

Expenditure* , of taxpayer* 
fund* to finance the City of 
Torrance In It* various govern­ 
mental function* during the 
year 1951-52 will amount to an 
Increase of from 10 to IS per­ 
cent, It wa* estimated a* a re­ 
sult of nudgef meeting* being 
conducted by the City Council. 
The Council met in "agenda" 

session last night, and it was de­ 
cided that the allowances to de­ 
partments over the present 
year's budget could amount to 
from $74.994 to $97,493. and still 
stay within the revenue as esti­ 
mated at this time.

The various departments had 
introduced budget* requests ask­ 
ing for $988.307 for next year. 
This was about 32 percent over 
the amount allowed this year.

Revenue estimates at this time 
now are $840.799, and the budget 
must be kept in line with that 
figure, officials said.

The result is that some de­ 
partments will get no increases 
and others will get substantial 
allowances over this year's cost*. 
Among them will b* police, fire, 
street and similar departments 
whoa* costs go up with the popu­ 
lation gain.

Officials estimated last night 
that the budget for general pur­ 
poses would range from $825,000 
to $850,000.

The budget for the current 
year ending June 30. is $749,947, 
but there Is a considerable 
amount in the unexpended funds 
of various departments.

The assessed valuation figures, 
upon which the tax rate will be 
based, sre now available, but 
there should b« no Increase in 
the tax rate this year, official* 
said.

In fact, Councilman Nick Drale 
Is Insisting on a reduction of 
the rate, he declared.
